Rules to Apply to All the 
Government Y ards. 


Command mant at Mare Island 
Favors the Change. 


Officials Are Exapecting. an 
Increase in Efficiency. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE 


WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Nov. Dis- 
patch.} Employees of the Mare Is- 
land navy yard, as well as of all the 
other navy yards of the country, are 
to be piaced under civil-service rules. 
This action is to be taken following 
the recommendations of command- 
ants of the yards, who recently met 
here to consider the question. 

In common with every other com- 
mandant, the Mare Island officer rec- 
ommended the change, his report 
reaching the Navy Department today. 
The supervisory forces of the yards 
are to be rated on an efficiency basis 
as £00n asf civil-service regulations go 
into effect. 

Just when this will be done has not 
been decided, but it will be in the near 
future. Commandants of the differ- 
ent yards are now making up ratings 
of the supervisory employees which 
will soon be sent to the Navy Depart- 
ment. Navy Department officials be- 
lieve the rating system will greatly 
increase efficiency.

Witnesses Atiempt to Clear Caruso, 

One of the Men Accused in Lopizzo | 

Caer. 
(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SALEM (Mass.) Nov. §.—~Efforts toy 
establish an alibi for Joseph Caruso 
were made today at his trial for the 
murder of Anna Lopizzso. Antonio D. 
Bartolo, Caruso’s landlord, told of see- 
ing the defendant eating supper with 
his wife fifteen or twenty minutes be- 
fore 6 o'clock the night Anna Lopizzo 
was killed. The shooting, the State 
claims, occurred at Union and Garden 
streets at 6:30 o'clock. 

Salvatore Buonacceaco, godfather 
of Caruso, testified in support of the 
defendant's alibi. He said he went 
to Caruso’s house on the night of the 
Lopigzo killing, about twenty min- 
utes after 5 o'cicek. 

“J saw Caruso and his wife there.” 
he said, “and ate with them. While 
he was there, Bartolo came in.” 

Mrs. Rosa Caruso, wife of the de- 
fendant, corroborated the testimony 
through an interpreter. 

“That night.” she eaid. “Caruso 
came home about five minutes to 5 
o'clock, or five minutes past. He 
brought home some olives, sqme Ro- 


man cheese and some macaroni.” 
She related that she and her hus- 
band «at down to su with 


Buonaccosco and that the landlord 
came in about fifteen minutes later. 

“Pretty soon we heard shots,” said 
Mrs. Caruso, “and the boss of the 
house spoke about them. He stayed 
in the house till nearly 6 »o’alock.” 

Mrs. Caruso denied that she ever 
had seen Detective Laccurt, who 
testified for the commonwealth that 
he had been in Caruso’s house and 


that Caruso confessed that he had 
stabbed Policeman Benoit.

MEETS M’'NAMARA. 

“In response to a telegram in 
December of that year I went to In- 
dianapolis and then to Muncle, Ind. 
Hockin introduced me to J. B. Bryce, 
who afterwards told me he was J. 
KR. McNamara, brother of the man I 
had met in Indianapolis.. He rented 
& vacant house in Muncie and pro- 
ceeded to fix it up as a place to hide 
notrogiycerin. Hockin, J. B. Me- 
Samara and I drove to “Albany, Ind., 
where we bought 120 quarts of nitro- 
glycerin, telling the man it was to 
pe used to blow up ditches. 

“When we returned to Indianapolis 
I had a talk with J. B. McNamara. 
He told me he had done the Green 
Bay (Wis.) job. Later in April I 
met him in Chicago. He sald he 
was on his way to blow up the Utah 
Hotel. then under construction in } 
Balt Lake City. On his way back ' 
from Galt Lake City ‘ie showed me 
@ newspaper account of the explosion 
there on April 18, 1910. and giving 
a picture of the destroyed part of the 
structure. He eaid the union had «a 
lot of trouble out there end he had 
made a good job of it. 

“About this time they were ar- 
ranging for me to blow up a job 
at Mt. Vernon, Lil, with nitroglycerin, 
but I sald I did not knaw anything 
about nitrogiycerin and | was afraid 
of tt. A man had told me the lenst 
friction. sometimes even the twist- 
ing of the cork in the can. would set 
it off. 

“Anyway, J. J. McNamara had me 
come to the tronworkers’ headquar- 
ters In Indianapolis, where he brought 


board and began to explain how easy 
it was with the new clock invention.

HE BLAMES HOCKIN. 

McManigal said Hockin had threat- 
ened to boycott him from every job 
if he refused to do the dynamiting.

With his first job in Detroit June 25, 
1907, he told of pushing a garbage 
barrel against the rear door of a

MEMBER OF UNION. 

“IT had been a member of the Iron- 
workers’ Union since 1903," said 
McManigal. “In June, 1907, Hockin 
came to me while I was working on 
the Ford building in Detroit and said 
the executive board of the union had 
decidede to clean out the open shop 
concerns and that I was the man to 
do it. 

“*You used to work in a stone 
quarry and you know how to use ex- 
plosives,’ he said. ‘You'll be paid by 
the union.’ 

“I protested, but he told me that if 
I didn't do as the exerutive board 
said he would see that I wag boy- 
cotted against getting a job, so I 
finally consented. 

“] went to the stone quarry of my 
uncle, Willlam Behm, at Bloomvilie, 
©., June 22, and brought back thirty- 
five pounds of dynamite, some fuses 
and cape in a suit case, 

“IT told Hockin I had the dynamite 
in my room. He said: ‘All . right, 
you've gone thie far and you had bet- 
ter pull off the job between now and 
in the morning.’ 

PREPARED THE BOMBS. 

“In my room I prepared § three 
bombs, each with fifty feet of fuse. 
I then went back to the Ford bulld- 
ing and waited In an alley to see if 
there were any police about. Seeing 
none, I put one bomb in the firebox 
of the boiler th the building under 
eonstruction, another in an alr com- 


pressor and the third near the cylin- 
der 


“Joiming the ends of the fuses at 
ome I all eof them. They were

“T again looked about the aller. I 
noticed a kitchen door at the rear of 
a restaurant opened on the aliey oppe- 
site where the bombs were and, think- 
ing some people might run out at 
the first explosion and be injured by 
the second or third, I shut the door 
and jammed a barre! of garbage 
against it. Then I went to my room 
and waited to hear the noise. 

“It came about 1 o'clock. Later I 
heard the newsboys calling ‘extra.’ 

“It reminded me I still had some 
explosives in my room. What should 
I do with them? I didn't dare to go 
out with a package. That would ex-- 
cite suspicion. So I took what dyna- 
mite I had left to the bathroom and 
cutting it Into small pleces, Aushed it 
out.” 

“Did you see Hockin the next day?" 
asked Dist.-Afty. Miller. 
PAY FOR THE JOBS. 

“Yes; he paid me $20 for expenses 
to Bloomville. He said 1 would be 
fully compensated for my work, as the 
executive beard had set aside a cer- 
tain amount for each job, but he said 
I must keep at it. He sald I would 
recelve $126 for a job at first and } 
was to send a newspaper account of 
each explosién so he could get the 
money from the international union. 

“The clipping was a kind of @ cer- 
tificate that the explosion had oc- 
curred. 

“Thinking the police were watching 
me, as it Was my first explosion,” con- 
tinued McManigal, “I decided to leave 
Detroit. I went to work but HocKkin 
kept after me, saying: ‘We've got the 
goods on you now and you have to 
keep at it, for we are going to clean 
out the National Erectors’ Associa- 
tion.’ 

“I went to Chicago and worked 
there. The next February Hockin 
came to my house in South on 
street and said he had a job for me 
at Clinton, lowe. 

BLOWING UP BRIDGE. 

“I went to Clinton. It was «@ 
Couble-track railroad bridge across 
the Mississippi River. I pulled off the 
job pretty much im the same way as 
the other one, placing thirty sticks 
of dynamite at various places. One 
lot of dynamite failed to go off on 
account of being frozen. When I 
saw Hockin again he looked greatly 
worrted, explaining they had found 
the frozen dynamite and had arrested 
& man. He thought it was me and 
was afraid I would tell. 

“He paid me my expenses and said 
he would see I was paid for my work. 
Later I wag told to go to a union 
headquarters In Chicago. When I 
got there Richard H. Houlihan, finan- 
cial secretary of a local union, handed 
me an envelope containing $165, add- 
ing aefriend had left it for me. 
“Hockin said he was going to keep 
me pretty busy after that, and he was 
going to Buffalo, N. Y., to look over 
a job, and when I got a telegram 
signed ‘Ping’ or ‘Clark’ I was to come. 
A few days later I got a telegram say- 
ing: ‘Meet me in Buffalo and make 
it heavy,’ meaning make the charge 
heavy. The explosion eccurred in 
Buffalo July 1.” os 
McManigal testified he met Frank

Coast Association 
in Fighting Mood. 


Conejo Pass Route Has Stv- 
eral Vital Disadvantages. 


Merchants Will Combine to 
Fight Fake Scheme. 


LONG BEACH, Nov. 9.—At a meet- 
ing of the Executive Committee of the 
Coast Boulevard . Association this 
morning it was decided to recommend 
to the meeting of the association to 
be held at Redondo on Monday, No- 
vember 18, that mandamus proceed- 
ings be instituted against the State 
Highway Commission to compel them 
to build the Coast highway along the 
Coast, as provided in the highway act, 
and not through the interior, as the 
commission plans. 

Accompanying his recommendation 
will be a report of the findings of sev- 
eral sub-committees, including a sur- 
vey made around Magu int north 
from the Malibu ranch. is survey 
shows a stretch of ten miles over 
which a highway can be built along 
a 3 per cent. grade and an elevation 
not exceeding eighty feet. This is the 
territory which the Highway Commis- 
sion contends is impassable. 

Secretary J. A. Armitage says that 
the proposed route over the Conejo 
Pass in some cases would have an 
elevation of 1200 feet and a 5 per cent. 
grade, and also that to make the 
route feasible a switchback will be 
abevdiutely necessary. He says also 
that in constructing the seventy-five 
miles of State highway in Los Ange- 
les coynty for which the voters wil) 
be compelled to contribute $4,500,000 
of the $18,000,000 voted by the com- 
mission will include as part the boule- 
vards already constructed by the 
countyat a cost of $2,000,000, thus 
making the county pay $6,500,000 for 
the State highway, which is planned 
to traverse the interior instead of 
along the coats, as the State act stip- 
ulates.

GRADING THE BOULEVARD. 


Actual Construction on the Covina 
Highway Is Started—Part of It Will 
Re Solid Concrete. 

COVINA, Nov. §.—Actual work was 
begun today on the three-mile strip 
of road from Covina city limits to 
the Foothill boulevard by grading 
teams and surveyors. This boulevard 
ef three miles has the distinction of 
being the last contract In the county 
‘good roads” bonding issue of $3,500,- 
000. Every effort ts to be made to 
complete the strip this winter in time 
to carry the floed-water which comes 
down precipitately over this road 
from the foothills of the Slerra Madre 
Mountains. 

In several respects this road will 
differ from other “good roads” in the 
county. On account of the large 
amount of fleod-water, a portion of it 
will be built in solid conerete, with a 
top surfacing of asphalt oil, thinly 
spread to prevent the concrete from 
wearing automobile tires and from 
making the feet of horses sore. Where 
the water strikes the road with most 
force, which is for a distance of near- 
ly two miles, the conerete will be laid, 
and the contour of the road will be 
very slight, making a natural water 
course of the entire road instead of 
allowing the water to run in gutters 
on either side.

LAW AND MATRIMONY. 


The domestic @ifferences of the'| 
} Andrade family, as related in Judge| 


Conrey'’s court yesterday, brought 
out ap interesting story of matri- 
monial and legal eccentricities. The 
suit tried involved a $75 bill for a 
dress and a cloak purchased by Mrs. 
A. F. Andrade of the New York Cloak 
end Suit Company in November, 
1911. The company alleged that both 
the husband and the wife were 
able. Andrade said the bill was not 
up to him, and Mrs. Andrade as- 
serted he was the one to pay it. 
Andrade is the son of the late Gen. 
Guillermo Andrade. The court said 
Andrade is not liable. 

It seems from the evidence in the 
case and the Arizona court records 
that in September, 1909, Mra. Anarade 
found among her husband's effects 
three letters, two of which were ad- 
Greased by “Ethel” to “My own 
darling boy,” and one from “Mar- 
garet,.” in which she writes that she 
had “lost her soul to the only man 
she ever loved.” 

The discovery of this correspond- 
ence caused Mrs. Andrade to leave 
their home in Calexico and come to 
this city, where she has since lived. 
The separation was by written agree- 
ment. Andrade, who was receiving 
$300 a month as assistant manager of 
the Calexico and Yuma  Rallroad, 
continued to divide it whith Mrs. 
Andrade and they remained on com- 
patible terms, meeting occasionally. 

In June, 1910, Andrade, who had 
removed to Yuma, a sult for 
divorce on the ground of desertion, 
obtaining it on October 5. In an af- 
fidavit, he stated his wife's where- 
abouts were unknown. Mre. An- 
dyade, it appears, did not know she 
hed been divorced until April, 1911, 
when she tried to have the deoree 
eet aside. Meantime Andrade -con- 
tinued to pay her $150 a month until 
July, 1911, when he discontinued it 
because as alleged she refused to 
drop her ection and allow the decree 
to stand. ee 

The court set the decree aside in 
October, 1911, om the ground that it 
was obtained through fraud on the 
part of Anadrade. The latter filed 


another complaint charging his wife 


with desertion and cruel treatment. 
This action was tried in April last. 
Meanwhile the Territorial Court 


which granted Andrade the decree.

The 
plaint, in brief, was that The Times 
libeled Newby by charging him with 
commission of a crime in the mutilation, or 


record in the office of the County Clerk. 
The case was this, and the facts were 
these, substantially—the leading facts and 


day: 

The action in question—the case of Blum- 
er vs. Mayhew—was a suit for $8750. An 
agreement had been reached that the suit 
would be settled out of court for $5000. It 
is the same case that was frequently re 
ferred to in the so-called “Newby articles,” 
published by The Times, and of which 
articles he complained. 

Thereupon and thereafter came the mutt 
lation of the record by Newby, or by his 
procurement, as charged by The Times. It 
seems that Newby, in his natural eagerness 
to protect hie client, sought to get the 
original and objectionable entry expunged 
from the records of the County Clerk, and, 
with that object, proceeded to the office 
himself and personally ordered the expung- 
ing act to be done; in other words, he 
caused or procured the multilation of &

The Times, in support of its contention 
that a crime had been committed when tbe 
records of the County Clerk were mutilated 
, subsequently cited the de- 


in the case of The People vs. O’Brien, (96 
Cal., p. 171.) which decision clearly estab 
‘lishes the fact that any mutilation of a pub- 
lic record, even when done with innocent 
motives and “for justifiable ends”—in other 
words, with the open and ostensible object 
of torrécting a wrong entry—is neverthe- 
less, in fact and all the same, a crime under 
the statute. 

In the course of the legal and journalistic 
conflict The Times published a cartoon (per- 
haps more than one) of which Newby also 
complained, setting out in detail in his com- 
plaint the pictorially offensive intimations

After several postponements the case 
came on for trial on the llth day of 
February, 1912, resulting in a disagreement 
of the jury, followed by a new trial; (to 
which Newby was legally entitied,) and 
which bas been set for hearing on the 12th 
day of November, 1912.

“In view of the construction given 
to section 32 land 1111 of the Penal 
Code in People va. Coffey. it will be 
almost Impossible to secure a convic- 
tion of the offense of giving or tak- 
ing a bribe. The very nature of the 
offense makes it improbable that 
there will be witnesses other than the 
person offering and the one accepting 
the bribe. Unless the law is changed 
there will rarely be a conviction. The 
statute as it now exists is not a shield 
to the innocent but an obetruction to 
the adminisraion of jusice.” 

NO INQUISITION. 

Another important subject to be 
discussed at the coming mMesting is 
the extent to which a lawyer may co 
in the examination of a prospective 
talesmen in view of challenging him 
peremptorily.

SOUTHLAND’S PRODUCTS 
INCREASE BY MILLIONS. 


HE value of the principal prod- 
T ucts of the eight southernmost 
counties of California for the year 
1911-12 was $250,250,000, according 
to estimates recently compiled by the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce, 
based on exact figures on almost every 
product. This is an increase of more 
than $40,000,000 in one year. 

The Southiand’s fertile acres have 
contributed largely to this splendid 
gain and the increase In the output 
of factories has been even more. Prac- 
tically every item in the long list of 
agricultural products help to swell! the 
total. The only ftem of importance 
which sho-ws a decrease is wines and 
brandies. The value of these has 
dropped from $1,500,000 to $1,125,000. 

The output of Southern California's 
factories for the year was $100,000,- 
000. an increase of $25,000,000 There 
is every reason to believe that the 
increase in these products will be 
even greater in the next few years.

terprises bringing fuel ofl to this sec- 
tion arc the introduction of natural 
gas will, it ts believed, provide «a 
powerful stimulus to manufacturing 
industries of all kinds. . 

The value of the citrus crop was 
$23,000.00), an increase of nearly 
000,000. The output of dried fruit 
remains about the same, a trifie over 
$1,000,000. The value of the nut crop 
has increased from $2,500,000 to $3,- 
000,000. 

Two of the most important as well 
as conspicuous gains were made in 
the production of sugar and beans. 
New factories and addition to others 
already in operation brought the val- 
we of the suger output from $4,500,000 
to $10,000,000. Plans for still further 
extension of factories and the certain- 
ty that a much larger acreage will be 
planted to beets indicates a continued 
gain in this commodity. The year's 
bean crop was valued at $5,040,000, 
nearly double that of the previous 
year, which was estimated at $3,500, - 
000. 

Gems and gold and silver products 
for the year were valued at more 
than $4,000,000. Cement products of 
various kinds reflected the bullding 
activity of the year and jumped in 
value from $1,800,000 to $3,000,090. 

Followi- are some of the leading 
products and the estimated value of 
the year’s output: Asphaltum, 
600; brick, $1,650,000: borax, $2,500.-

ENCOURAGE TREE PLANTING. 


But County Residents Must Get 

Permits to Prune, Says Forester 

Flintham, the Man tn Charge. 

The independence of Los Angeles 
county In maintaining its own forestry 
department has aroused the interest 
of the State Conservation Commission. 
which, through Secretary Glavis, has 
made inquiries recently to learn what 
the Supervisors are doing here. The 
letter to County Auditor Lewis re- 
minds that official of a State law that 
makes it possible for the Supervisors 
to “encourage, under such regulations 
as they may adopt, the planting and 
preservation of shade trees on public 
roads and highways.” Individuals who 
plant trees under these circumstances 
may then claim a bounty not exceed- 
ing $1 per tree from the county. 

Forester Flintham, to whom Lewis 
referred the communication, replied 
that he believes the department here, 
the only one of its kind in the State, 
is much more effective than work un- 
der the law cited. “It makes for unl- 
formity to have one man, under one 
board, responsible for all the plant- 
ing.” he eald yesterday. “Under the 
State law there ts apt to be endless 
dispute about what is to be planted, 
and who is to claim a bounty when 
the trees are in the ground. We are 
having inquiries from various coun- 
ties that are thinking of creating the 
office of forester.” 

Flintham ordered 5000 cloth signs 
placed along the road yesterday, 
warning residents that no one may 
prune trees without obtaining a per- 
mit from his department. This will be 
done by county road foremen, who 
are instructed to report infractions of 
the law. They have also been asked 
to tear down all advertising 
posted on trees.

GO BACK HOME.

Denies Charge of Issuing Worthless 
Checks and Asserts He Has Done 


No Wrong—Story from Home 
Town Tells a Different Tale. 


Sheriff Expected Today . 


Oliver H. Akin, member of the 
Oklahoma Legislature from Moore, 
under arrest here as a fugitive from 
justice because he is wanted at Okla- 
homa City to answer to a charge of 
obtaining money under false 
checks without suf- 
ficient funds in the bank to protect 
them—began habeas corpus proceed- 
ings yesterday to regain his liberty. 
The writ was made returnable toe- 
morrow morning before Judge Bord- 
well in the Superior Court. — Fp 

Sheriff Sales of Oklahoma City, who 
signed the warrant upon which Akin 
was arrested Thursday night as he 
alighted from a Long Beach car, ts 
expected to arrive in the city today 
with extradition papers for the re- 
turn of the Oklahoma. politi¢ian and 
pedagogue. 

Akin professes ignorance as to the 
cause of his arrest, asserting that he 
has done no wrong, attributing his 
present predicament to “political 
spite." When informed that a dis- 
patch from Norman, Cleveland coun- 
ty, Okla... says that he ts wanted for 
issuing worthless checks, Akin said: 

“That is not true,”’ 

The story given publicity at Nor- 
man as related in the dispatch says, 
in referring to a dogen prominent 
citizens involved: 

Akin took them In by giving spu- 
rious checks; at least, checks on the 
Bank of Moore im which he had no 
money. The checks came back 
marked “no funds.” 

In addition to checks given at 
Norman he is alleged to have floated 
several at Noble and a number at 
Moore and is thought t#@ have got 
some of the Oklahoma City people, 
and maybe some at Lexington. 

In all he passed something Iike 
$200 worth at Norman, and probably 
as much more in other towns, it is 
charged. 

He and his family have departed, 
leaving Oklahoma City last Saturday 
night. Warrants are out for him and 
he is to .prosecuted—although 
there is doubt ff, under the Okla- 
homa cogstitution and laws, he can 
be convicted of a crime, 

Akin was a member of the Okla- 
homa Legisiature from Cleveland 
county, recent conductor of Cleve- 
land county’s Normal Institute, mem- 
ber of the Cleveland County Board 
of Examiners and principal of = 
achool at Moore in which he 
Mrs. Akin held positions netting them 
$130 a month. He was leader in the 
recent movement to eliminate some 
fourteen State educational  institu- 
tions, and candidate against Judge 
Sharp, in the recent Democratic pri- 
mary, for renomination as member 
of the Legislature. Whatever else 
may have been thought of him, he 
enjoyed the reputation of being a 
reliable man. ,Many think there must 
certainiy be something back of it; 
something of which Akin was afraid, 
and something from which he thought 
he must, if possible, escape. 

One of the checks was given for 
a note he owed at the First National 
Rank and the others for goods pur- 
chased. He made the checks for a 
little more than the amount of the 
purchase, receiving the balance in 
money. For some of the checks he 
reseived the entire amount in money. 

He and Mre. Akin had taught the 
Moore school just one month, and 
head a nine months’ school. Satur- 
Gay they sent all their household 
goods to Oklahoma City, selling most 
of them and giving the remainder 
away.

Mr. Chapman, in- 
eed, has won a mastery over light. 
For example, “Moonlight, San 
Diego.”" in which he hides the moon 
behind trees, thus avoiding the dan- 
ger of painting a yellow water, but 
in which the effect of light {ts truly 
marvelous. Sunlight, too, he handles 
well, as in “The Bay Shore, Looking 
Toward Old Town,” a comprehensive 
view of part of San Diego. 

It was at La Jolla, that place of 
dreamy enchantments, that the ar- 
tist did most of his recent work, and 
a large number of these canvases 
come from there.

NEW RULE FOR FARMERS. . 
Court Says Land Owners Cannot Be 
Forced to Become Members of Ir- 
rigation Association, 
[BY DIRBCT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
STOCKTON, Nov. 9%.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The directors of an irri- 
gation district cannot force a land- 
owner to become a member against 
his will and assume a pro rata share 
of the assessment {f the land is al-

Discouraged 


Woman Commits 
Suicide Because Husband Can't 
Get Work to Feed His Family.

ASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—Any 
W man, any woman-—married or 
single, and neither her husband 
nor her relatives could touch her in- 
vestment—or any child ten years of 
age, having deposited $20 at the near-

“Furthermore, they do not add to 
the national debt because bonds of 
other kinds to an equal amount must 
be called in and canceled. If they 
should ever go below par on the gen- 
eral market, the government will re- 
deem them at their face.

“There are coupon bonds and reg- 
istered bonds. The former are mote 
convenient for those persons who do 
mot intend to keep them for any 
length of time. The bonds and the in- 
terest coupons are payable to the 
bearer=-that is, to any one having 
them in consequent- 

, are practically the same as money 
should be kept in a safe place. 
The coupons are cashed at postoffices. | 

“Registered bonds are really bonds 
of record. The names of the owners 
are written into the bonds, the gov- 
ernment keeps an accurate account of 
them and checks to meet the interest 
are sent by mail from the office of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, and can be 
cashed at banks or postoffices. Such 
bonds. if stolen, would not be salable 
and so they are usually preferred by 
persons who regard their investments 
as being permanent. 

“Any depositor of the postal savings 
system who has a certificate for $20 or 
the other sume I have mentioned, is 
entitled to buy a-bond, but he must 
apply for it in writing fifteen days be- 
fore January 1 or July 1 at the post- 
office where he receives his mail. I 
have good reason to velieve that the 
American people will purchase several 
hundred millions of these postal sav- 
ings bonds—not rich people, but the 
industrious and economical 
whom the country must rely for a 
good share of its virtue, vitality and 
common sense. I believe our deposits 
in time will amount to a billion dol- 
jars. Italy. a poor country compared 
with the United States, has $290,000.- 
000 in its banks; Russia has 
$129,000,000, according to its latest 


reports.

troft. Press:) The pardon 
of the McNamara brothers at this or 
at any other time would amount to 
a miscarriage of justice. Found gull- 
ty through their own confessions of 
the most heinous crimes, they already 
have received every bit of considera- 
tion due them, and they may con- 
sider themselves fortunate in that 
they have escaped the hangman's 
rope. It is almost inconceivable that 
any honest trades wnionist with a 
fair understanding of the facts should 
petition for their release from prison 
for the McNamaras who in addition to 
their crimes of murder and violence, 
delivered union labor one of the 
worst blows it ever has su 

The chief especial pleader for the 
McNamaeras at present appears to be 
Lincoln Steffens, who has heretofore 
endeavored to inject sickly senti- 
mentality Into the case. Mr. Steffens, 
in a statement issued at Portland, 
Or., puts forth a most extraordinary 
argument for fhe relief of the seilf- 
confessed dynamiters and murderers. 
He says that the business men of 
Los Angeles agreed to give union la- 
bor a fair chance in their city if 
the McNamaras would plead guilty. 
This they have not done, he asserts, 
and therefore a petition has been cir- 
culated asking Gov. Johnson to re- 
“ease the criminals. 

All this sounds rather fishy to say 
the least, but assuming that Mr. 
Steffens is correct in his statement, 
the fact remains, and it must have 
been fully understood by the McNa- 
maras and their counsel, that neither 
the business men of Los Angeles nor 
any ene else had any right to make 
promises contingent upon a confes- 
sion, and that, if they did make them, 
they were utterly worthless. Not 
even the District Attorney had the 
power to promise immunity. The 
most he could do was to urge the men 
to confess if they were guilty. 

As a matter of fact, the McNa- 
maras confessed, not because they 
hoped to assist union labor in Los 
Angeles, but purely and simply be- 
cause they saw the net of justice 
closing in on them on every side, and 
came to the conclusion that the one 
possible way to escape the extreme 
penalty for their crime-was through 
confession. 

Men who may now be attempting 
to create any other belief are sim- 
ply trying to becloud the public un- 
derstanding. 

It would be a sickening travesty 
on justice if the McNamara brothers 
were to be turned loose on the world, 
even before the men under indict- 
mnt for complicity in their trials 
were brought to trial. 

No number of petitions should 
move the Governor of California to 
con@ent to any such action. The Mc- 
Namaras are where they belong. 
They shotld be kept in prison as long 
as possible, both In the interest of 
justice and because of the possible 
deterrent effect their punishment may 
have on others.

NION LABOR 
HEARS A SERMON. 


REV. DR. MITCHELL OF CHICAGO 
SPEAKS BY REQUEST. 


[The Square Deal:] Dr. Charles 
Bayard Mitchell, the pastor of St. 
James Methodist Episcopal Church, in 

» Was asked to preach a Labor 
Sunday sermon. He preached one, 
but it was hardly to the liking of the 
union labor representatives. “Before 
We can have peace in the industria] 
world,” he said, “certain great princi- 
ples must be recognized and acted upon 


by those who employ and by those | 


who are employed. I boldly aver that 
we cannot attain to that industrial 
peace so essential to industria! health 
until at least ten principles are uni- 
versally recognized and acted upon. 

“The first principle is this: It must 
be universally established that in this 
free country every man has a right to 
work for whom and for what wage 
he pleases. Compulsory membership 
im a tradés union in order to secure 
employment is un-American and 
should not be tolerated. When I say 
that every man has a right to work for 
whom he pleases and for what wage 
he pleases, I must of course be under- 
stood as implying that it takes two 
to make «a and if a man 
wishes my services and I am willing 
to werk for him, and we can agree as 
to the wage, the whole question is to 
be decided by us two and wus alone, 
and no third party has a right to in- 
terfere with us. This of all countries 
ought to be a free country, but it can- 
not be for the laboring man so long as 
he is not free to enter into an ar- 
rangement for work which is per- 
fectly satisfactory to himself. The 
great majority of laboring men in the 
United States today are not affiliated 
with any union. The minority have no 
right to dictate to this vast majority 
es for whom they shall work and at 
what wage. 

The second principle which must 
be established is, that every employer 
must have the right to decide whom 
he shall employ, and that the 
principle of the open shop should 
everywhere prevail. It is most un- 
American to forcg a man to employ 
whom he does not want. The principle 
of the closed shop deprives the em- 
ployer of the right to put his own son 
te work if he so wishes it. I am fully 
aware that labor unions almost unt- 


maintained, and yet it is well known 
that the best organized body of labor- 
ine men in the world today is the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers; and they do not stand for 
the closed shop principle. There are 
excellent reasons why labor should 
unite, but there is no sense or reason, 
much leas any principle of justice, in 
their attempts to dictate whom their 
employers shal) hire. 

In the third place, the principle 
of compulsory arbitration should be 
recognised, and all differences be- 
tween employer and employee be 
amicably arbitrated. That principle 
should be especially recognized in 
cases where the interegis of the whole 
community are at stake. In modern 


our great 

as. we find in our large 
right of one is largely involved in 
the right of others, and no man lives 
unto himeelf. In any quarrel bde- 
tween employer and employed which 
interferes with the just rights of the 
whole community. as in the case of 
a street car strike, involving the 
stoppage of the whole transportation 
system, the whole community has «4 
right to demand that the difficulty 
shall be “amicably arbitrated and 
quickly settled. The fact that many of 
the unions are opposed to legal in- 
corporation, thereby making the union 
legally responsible as an organization, 
has put the whole system of unjonism 
in an unfavorable light with many. It 
is openly charged that they will not 
incorporate because they are unwill- 
ing to run the risk of being made 
lable in times of trouble. The great 
difficulty in enforcing the principle of 
compulsory arbitration lies here, that 
in most instances capital is incor- 


ing out of the conditions of the ar- 
bitration:; but the employees are 
legally irresponsible and cannot be 
forced to meet the conditions of the 
settlement. Yet I feel sure that the 
great mass of labor difficulties could 
be amicably arbitrated If honest at- 
tempt in that direction should be 
made by both sides. " 
Fourth—tThe principle of co-opera- 
tion should prevail. Both capital and 
labor should be organized for mu- 
tual benefit. Labor should share with 
capital not only its profits but also 
its losses. Those who labor with their 
hands in the shop should feel that 
they have a common interest with the 
men who labor with their brains in 
the office. The principle of co-opera- 
tion has been tried successfully in 
many ways, and the industrial mil- 
lennium will dawn when the princi- 
ple is universally adopted. 
Fifth—Every laborer should be 
paid the wages he earns and not the 
wage another man earns. Each labor- 
er should be paid according to his 
own worth, thus rewarding true merit 
and not putting a price on laziness 
or incompetency, as is the case In a 
uniform wage-scale. Fair and honest 
as this statement appears, it is most 
bitterly op by nearly every 
trades union. Two things the trades 
unions deem absolutely essential to 
the success of their cauge—the closed 
shop and the uniform wage scale. The 
labor leaders aver that they only 
stand for a minimum scale, and that 
they insist that every man shall be 
paid a living wage, and that no man 
shall be paid less than that amount. 
Yet an investigator knows that in 
most instances they have a, maximum 
scale, according to which no man is 
allowed to earn more per day than 
a given sum. In practical! operation the 
principle te this—-every man shall re- 
celve the same wages, regardless of 
his merit or competency. This is but 
an outcropping of the socialism which 
is largely dominant in many unions. 
The disinterested student and onlook- 
er can never be led to see that the 
uniform wage scale is anything else 
than a premium placed on incompe- 
tency. 
. Sixth—Capital must recognize the 
right of labor to organize for its own 
protection and benefit; an@ euch 
borers should not be disertminateé 


against so long as they do not inter- 
'fere with the rights of othera. Every- 
where and always I boldly insist that 
the labor union has a distinct right 
to exist. It must be admitted that the 
union has done much good. It has 
improved the shop conditions where 
labor is employed. It has improved 
the dwellings in communities where 
they are owned by capitalists. It has 
rightly shortened the hours of labor 
and justly increased the wages. Such 
is the cupidity of human nature that, 
had not laboring men organized in 
self-defense, the over-reaching covet- 
ousness of the employer would long 
before now have made the lot of the 
laboring man unendurable. Too mach 
praise cannot be given the organized 
effort made by labor for the amelior- 
ation of the lot of laboring men. In 
all justice it must be admitted that 
the toller who has withheld himself 
from association with the union has 
equally shared in the prerogatives, 
emoluments, and protections secured 
for him by the co-operation of those 
who stood for the union principle. 
Seventh—No man must be regarded 
possessing the right to quit his job 
and hold it at the same time. If he 
}refuses to work, he has no right to 
prevent another map from taking up 
the task he has voluntarily laid down. 
The people have a sense of fairness 
and will never sympethize with those 
who keep others from work. Any 
man has a right to quit his job when 
he pleases; but he no right to stand 
by with a club and prevent another 
man from taking the place in which 
he is unwilling longer to toil. 
Eighth—The whole principle of the 
boyeott must be.condemped. Ali ef- 
forts to call in the ald of others, who 
have no personal grievance, to join 
In the effort to destroy another's bust- 
ness la both un-American and wun- 
Christian. The law cannot be too strict 
in ite dealings with such cases. The 
American people will never sympa- 
thise with an organization which 
adopts the principle of the boycott. 
Ninth—All employees who have 
been taken on during a strike should 
be given permanent places, and not 
turned adrift as soon as settlement 
is made with those who threw up their 
work tn the strike. I said to a repre- 
sentative body of employers connect- 
ed with the Bullders’ Exchange in 
Cleveland some time ego that they 
themeelves were guilty of violating 
this just and righteous principle. I 
anid to them, “You men who employ 
labor have frequently tn times of a 
strike, taken on men who have stood 
by you fairly and squarely in the @me 
of your trouble, and enabled you to 
your oontracts and prosecute 
your business; and-then just as soon 
as the difficulties with your former 
employees have been adjusted you 
have set adrift the men who stood 
by you, and taken back into your em- 
ploy the very men who would have 
ruined you. Just as long as you employ- 
ers pursue such & course as that you 
may expect to see no end of labor trou- 
bies. From the viewpoint of an em- 
ployer your position is untenable, un- 
fair and unjust. You do the laboring 
man a great injustice, and say to him 
he must be the slave of an organiza- 
tion with which he does not care to 
| de amitated or he will never be ble 
to find honest employment in the la- 
bor markets of the world.” 
Lastly—The fundamental principles 
of Christianity must be applied tn all 
capital and labor relations, and both 
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Labor's Unrest.

HERE @& a car strike on at Jack- 

sonville, Florida, and one thou-
